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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the details 
as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding 
of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing and properly labeled. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Correction is required. Moreover, the drawings must show every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the supplementary firing equipment (claim 4) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The term "HRSG" is unclear, lacking proper antecedent basis. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States b fore the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international appl.cat.on by another who 
his fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371© of th.s title before the mvent.on 

thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kalitventzeff et al. 
(USP 6,1 89,310). Kalitventzeff et al. disclose a system comprising of at least one industrial gas 
turbine and at least one aeroderivative gas turbine. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
ecto 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the pnor art are 
tha the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invent.on was made to a person 
naving ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentab.lrty shall not be negatwed by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kalitventzeff 
et al. (USP 6,189,310) in view of Briesch et al. (USP 5,442,908). 

Kalitventzeff et al. disclose the claimed invention except for combining the system with 


other types of turbine such as heat recovery steam generators. 
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Briesch et al. teach a combined combustion and steam turbine power plant comprising a 
steam turbine unit, a boiler unit for supplying steam to the steam turbine unit, a combustion 
turbine unit with an exhaust gas duct structure for supplying the turbine exhaust gases to the 
boiler unit. In column 3, lines 60 through column 4 lines 1-14, Briesch et al. teach that combined 
system configuration provides improved efficiency at either full load operation or part-load 
operation. According to Briesch et al. full load may be maintained for the combustion turbine 
while fuel combustion in the boiler may be reduced and efficiency could continue to improve until 
combustion of fuel in the boiler is terminated at which point operation of the plant corresponds to 
the operation of a normal combined cycle power plant. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have modified the system of Kalitventzeff et al. similar to the combined system as 
taught by Briesch et al. since such a modification would provide a combined power plant having 
high efficiency. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
